2. The application has been amended as follows: 
Claims lfc-23 have been c&fceled. 

3. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1, 3-14, 16 and 17 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach, 
disclose, or fairly suggest a method for treating water with ozone comprising directing a 
pressurized source of water to a tank that is maintained above atmospheric pressure, circulating 
water from the tank to an ozone injector and flowing the ozone and water mixture back to the 
tank, wherein the pressure of water entering the inlet of the injector is greater than the pressure of 
the water within the tank, and wherein the pressure of water leaving the outlet of the injector is 
approximately equal to the pressure of the water within the tank. 

Claims 24-26 are allowed because the prior art of record fails to teach, disclose, or fairly 
suggest a method for treating water with ozone and discharging the water from a pressurized tank 
on a demand basis, comprising directing a pressurized supply of water to a tank, circulating the 
water from the tank through an ozone injector and back, and directing ozone treated water from 
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the tank, wherein the pressure from the supply acts as a pressure source for discharging ozone 
treated water from the tank, and wherein a supply of ozone treated water is constantly maintained 
in the pressure tank even while treated water is discharged. Support for the limitations in these 
newly-entered claims can be found on page 10, lines 8-13 and on page 11, lines 3-6.
